MUCH DEPENDS ON VIVIANA CALL 


Washington, March 26.—Great Britain has decided ten- 


tatively upon the policy it will follow in negotiations between 
that country and the Harding administration, advices reach- 
ing Washington indicated today. England in approaching the 
United States on the question of a world policy apparently 
will observe these decisions: 


First, the proposition that the 
administration will be 


Kiii'icd as far as possible by the reaction which follows the 
visit here of former French Premier Viviani. 


Second, Sir Geddes, British ambassador to the United 


States, likoly will be designated to head the British mission to 
Washington. The deci.sion to send such a mission was an- 
nounced recently by the United Press. 


Third, unless the United States indicates she is ready 
to 


initiate a move for world disarmament, England may take the 
initiative and suggest a disarmament conference. 


Fourth, Britain Avill consent to eliminate Article X from 


the League of Nations but will urge that the main part of the 
covenant he retained. She Avill not go as far as France in modi- 
fication of the league. Advices indicated that England will 
not send any representatives to this country until the French 
mission is completed. She will observe the outcome of 
the 


Viviani visit hoping to profit by lessons which may grow out 
of the French contact with the administration.
